Here is
the great workshop of onr iron manunfactures,
And here too, a8 In our eastern city, the same
natural wealth—conl — forms the basis and
foundation of her prosperity.™Here is to be
seen thrift, industry, intelligence, admirable
schools, magnificent churches, noble charities,
and freedom as near perfect as can be found
anywhere.
